, he never reigned and was never recognit- 
ed by that title save once by the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Chambers before 
the accession of Louis XVIII. He was 
known as the King of Koine ind Utterly 
as the Duke of Reichstadt. 
His life, alter 


the six >ears of ro>al babyhoood in the 
Tuileries, was spent in Austria, with his 
mother's family. In 1831, at the age of 
twenty-one, he died at Sichonburn, many 
said of poison. A weak and en>mmaie 
creature, it' was absurd to give him place 
among the reigning monarch* of France. 
When the second empire wa^ established I 
many wondered at the title assumed by 
the Emperor "Napolcun 'III."
